It has been estimated that 
an increase in compression ratio 
from 4% to 6% would permit an 
increase in average mileage per 
gallon of fuel of more than 25 per 
cent, A convenient laboratory 
method for comparing the anti- 
knock values of various fuels has 
not yet been devised. 


They are at present rated on the 
basis of engine performance, al- 
though predictions as to the anti- 
knock value of cracked gasolines 
are sometimes based on chemical 
determinations of their parafine, 
olefine, naphthene and aromatic 
content. In general paraffines are 
most likely to knock and the aro- 
matics are least likely to knock, 
but there is some uncertainty as to 
the relative anti-knocking value of 
olefines and naphthenes. 





Unless detonation occurs, the ac- 
jtual power obtainable from differ- 
ent grades of gasoline in a given 
engine is essentially the same, pro- 
vided that in each case the gaso- 
line is properly prepared for com- 
bustion. In general, the lower the 
vulatility of the gasoline the more 
care must be taken to provide hot 
spots or other devices to insure 
proper distribution of the fuel to 
the various cylinders and to make 
sure that it is vaporized in time to 
enter effectively into combustion. 

Dopes are still being brought out 
which, if added to gasoline in small 
quantities (a fraction of an ounce 
per gallon), are claimed to pro- 
duce a fuel the performance of 
which in the engine is superior to 
that of the untreated gasoline. 
None of the more than 100 dopes 
tested at the Bureau of Standards 
thus far has been found to produce 
any appreciable improvement in 
power on fuel economy, provided 
there is no detonation present when 
using the untreated gasoline. The 
javerage motorist uses an excessive- 
ly rich carburetor adjustment and 
the directions for the use of such 
dopes usually recommend chang- 
jing the carburetor setting. Fuel 
economy may result from the 
change in mixture-ratio, but is 
;not produced by the dope.

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First Returns From Massachusetts 


ROM the beginning of the agitation for compulsory lia- 
bility insurance, it has been the contention of the 
Automotive Daily News that this country, as a whole, should 
wait and watch the experiment that is now being conducted 





in Massachusetts before venerally enacting laws of this| 


kind. We have pointed out that it may very possibly be that 
the general consciousness of financial protection against 
pecuniary loss in case of accident may produce a dangerous 
increase in the factor of carelessness, which is the funda- 
mental cause of accidents. 

And now come the first figures available regarding the 
Massachusetts, accident toll under the compulsory insurance 
law. The statistics come from the office of the commissioner 
of motor vehicles, so they may be accepted as authentic. 
They show that during January, February and March, the 
first three months covered by the compulsory insurance law, 
there were 111 deaths in Massachusetts caused by motor 


vehicles. This is an increase of more than 26 per cent. over:hamton, N. Y.; Hornell Traction | 


deaths in the similar period last year, when there was no 
universal insurance enactment in effect. Further, there 
were 12,000 fewer motor vehicles registered in the three 
months of 1927 than there were at the same time last year. 

Obviously it would not be fair to base any general state-| 
ment on figures covering a brief period. Motoring condi- 
tions vary greatly during the winter months. Conditions this 
year may not be similar to those which obtained in 1926. 
We need the returns over at least a complete year before 
we can draw a convincing lesson from Massachusetts’ experi- 
ment. Nevertheless, this increase in percentage of accidents 
is suggestive. It points unmistakably in the direction where 


the Automotive’ Daily News long since warned its readers | 


that danger lay. 

We shall watch further developments in the accident 
situation in Massachusetts with the keenest attention. When 
we get also some idea of the actual number of accident 
victims who were benefited by the compulsory insurance 
coverage, we shall be able to draw some definite conclusions 
as to whether compulsory insurance is a benefit or a menace 
to the general public. In the meantime we wait and WATCH. 


Conservation Wins 


OW that complete returns are in covering the consump- 

tion of crude rubber in the United States last year 

we can assess the real effectiveness of the rubber conserva- 

tion campaign instituted last year under the leadership of 
the Department of Commerce. 

In*1925 the consumption of rubber in this country 
amounted to 388,000 tons. In 1926 there was an increase 
of about 10 per cent. in the motor vehicles in use and this 
normally would call for an increase in rubber consumed that 
would have placed the total consumption at about 426,000 
tons. Instead of this increase, the consumption actually 
dropped to 366,000 tons. 

This shows beyond a doubt that the motor vehicle users 
of this country have got a really effective weapon to use 
against such economic measures as the Stevenson restric- 
tion act which attempted to regulate crude rubber by restrict- 
ing the shipment of the commodity from the British rubber- 
producing colonies. It is reasonably certain that by careful 
ecor:omy in the use of rubber we shall be able to meet any 
foreign restrictive measures until such a time as new rubber- 

producing areas yield a sufficient supply of the product to 
meet all our normal needs.

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Ford 1926 
Profit $436 a 
Share; Sales Drop

statement represent total 


profits realized last year. 

There are 172,645 shares of Ford 
Motor stock outstanding, all of 
which are held by the Ford fam- 
ily. Profits last year were equiva- 
lent to $436 a share on this stock, 
compared with $547 a share indi- 
cated for 1925. The total surplus 
at the end of last year was $697,- 
637,788, compared with $622,366,- 
893 at the end of the preceding 
year and with $165,679,132 as of 
June 30, 1921. 

The following table shows the 
company’s surplus, gains in surplus 
and equivalent per share of stock 
since 1923:-

Profits in 1926 resulted from the 
sale of 1,810,000 units. This com- 
pares with sales of 2,1 
in 1925; 2,683,545 units in 1924 and 
2,200,682 units in 1923. The indi- 
cated profit last year was equal to 
about $40 per unit, compared with 
around $45 a unit in 1925 and $47 
a@ unit in 19 

Considering the fact that a 
large proportion of Ford's profits 
are realized from the sale of 
parts and by-products, it is likely 
that the actual margin of profit 
on the Ford car was considerably 
less than half the $40 per car 
figured by applying profits to 
sales of cars. 

Notwithstanding the falling off 
in Ford’s business last year, the 
balance sheet shows a large expen- 
diture for plant expansion. The 
plant account last year, combining 
real estate, machinery and equip- 
ment, etc., stood at $280,909,064, 
against $256,553,116 in 1925, an in- 
crease of $24,355,948. In the last 
three years the plant account has 
increased from $180,789,491, an 
average annual gain of $33,000,000. 

At the end of 1925 the plant ac- 
count showed a gain of $29,432.498 
over the preceding year, while at 
the end of 1924 the gain was 
$46,331.121. 

Outside of the expansion in plant, 
the report indicates that the com- 
pany has followed a retrenchment 
policy during 1926. Inventories 
were reduced to $88,074,988, com- 
pared with $107,631,138, in 1925, 
and stood at the lowest level in the 
past years.

LIMITS USE OF CARS 

Washington, April 7.—The con- 
troller general of the treasury to- 
day ruled that automobiles and 
trucks confiscated by prohibition 
agents and forfeited to the United 
States government cannot be used 
by the government except for the 
enforcement of the customs law 
and the national prohibition and 
narcotics act.

Washington, April 7. — The 
United States Bureau of Standards 
has renewed its tests of automobile 
headlight illumination on account 
of the prevailing disregard of head- 
light regulations throughout the 
country. 
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Akron Tire Business 
Record for Quarter 


Akron, April 7.—For the quar- 
ter just ended, Akron’s rubber in- 
dustry experienced a greater vol- 
ume of business than in any other 
first quarter on record, it is indi- 
cated in preliminary reports of 
leading manufacturers. 

Of outstanding interest is the an- 
nouncement by the Miller Rubber 
Company of a 100 per cent. in- 
crease in sales for the first quarter 
over the corresponding period last 
year. This exceptional gain, ac- 
cording to F. C. Millhoff, general 
sales.manager, follows an increase 
of 30 per cent. in the early months 
of 1926 over the same period in 
1925. 

Officials of the Goodyear Tire 
and Rubber Company announce 
sales of their new balloon tire, in- 
troduced January 10, have exceeded 
the million mark. Total tire pro- 


duction in the three Goodyear

plants since the first of the year 
has been far ahead of the early 
part of 1926. 

For several weeks past Good- 
year’s total tire output has been 
between 57,000 and 60,000 casings 
a day. Production also has been 
heavy in mechanical goods lines. 

Substantial sales increases are 
reported by the Goodrich, Fire- 
stone, General, Seiberling, Mohawk 
and India companies. Additions to 
tire plants are being completed by 
Firestone and Seiberling. 

A total production of 70,000,000 
tires in this country is estimated 
for 1927, compared with about 60,- 
000,000 in 1926. Original equip- 
ment for new cars. will require 
20,000,000 tires, it is believed. 

Tire production in-April is ex- 
pected to be slightly under that in 
the preceding month. Spring dat- 
ing orders were largely filled in 





March and there should naturally 
be some let up in replacement 
business from the fast pace at 
which the industry has operated 
in the past few months. Shipments 
of tires to car manufacturers this 
month, however, are expected to 
be larger.
